of Philadelphia are Engaged—Agents Busy 


at Work in the Slums. 


Phi'ladolpbia, Dec. 3.—Philadelphia- to the city detectives, and until their 


is ^jest-ridden.' with insurance com- 
panies. Under cover of a doubtful in- 
terpretation,' of a vicious law, fully a 
score of ^insurance companies are do- 
ing a thriving business here in in- 
suring: thejlives of Httle children, who 
have not yet 
left 
their 
mother's 


breasts. ' 


Throughout the slums, agents of the 


companies are constantly at work so- 
liciting.Jjusiness, and it would seem 
that they -are as ubiquitous as 
life 


and death themselves, for in a few In- 
stancss is there a babe, born into the 
world that the nurse's arrival is not 
followed shortly oy that of the in- 
surance agent with a proposition to 
write a policy on the life of the new- 
born to be paid for at the rate of a 
few pennies a week.

gaged in trafficking in child lives as 
chances are sold at a lottery. 


Tender years is no bar to the issu-i 


ance of a policy. 


The general manager of one of the

Hidden, Even From the 


Eye» of Servant*. 


The clumsy safe which formerly held 


:he precious stones and documents of 
he wealthy has practically been abol- 
shed in the homes ot" those who can 
ifford to keep abreast of the times in 
such matters, and in its place/have 
>een introduced curlSBsTy"Wrought 
)laces of concealment which the pro- 
'essional burglar would have great 
difficulty in finding. A little secrecy 
las been found to be worth more than 
a foot of chilled steel. The old fash- 
oned home or office safe is a direct in- 
vitation to a burglar. He knows that 
he diamonds, jewelry and spare cash 
and valuable documents are kept there. 
)therwise, why have a safe in the 
wme? There is hardly a man who 
does not at some time have considera- 
te valuables in bis home which he 
must intrust to his private safe. 


The most ingenious method of mod- 


ern safe builders is to construct a re- 
"eptacle for valuables in the walls, 
loor or ceilings of the house. 
The 


work is as ingenious as it is effective. 
An expert examines the different parts 
jf a room selected for the purpose and 
inally hits upon a place where conceal- 
ment can be made the most effective. 
A square of a couple of feet or more is 
taken out of the plaster, and a chilled 
steel safe is made to fit in the hole thus 
made. The inside of the safe ig lined 
with plush for holding diamonds and 
precious jewels, and there are compart- 
ments for bills and valuable docu- 
ments. When fitted in its niche in the 
.wall, ceiling or floor, the most ingen- 
ious part of the contrivance is then 
made by an expert. The opening of the 
safe door is made so carefully that it 
appears as if the side of the wall moves 
outward as if by magic. The spring 
which controls the mechanism is often 
concealed in tbe picture molding or 
cornice some distance from the safe 
itself. 


To make it doubly sure so that no 


one would accidentally touch the spring 
and reveal the hidden safe, with its 
treasures, there is usually a second 
spring. The first one consists chiefly 
in removing a small piece of tbe mold- 
ing or wooden base of the rim, and this 
discloses nothing but a bare surface of 
wood. A little examination will show, 
however, that this wooden surface is 
divided into little square lines. One of 
these squares holds the second hidden 
spring. By pressing it in a certain way 
it will spring open the door of the safe, 
located probably half a dozen feet 
away. Consequently if workmen or 
servants should accidentally knock off 
the piece of molding or wooden base 
which reveals the second spring the 
secret would still be intact—Philadel- 
phia Ledger.

Wilson of Princeton university made 
concerning his previous utteiances. 


"it is not for one moment to l>e in- 


ferred that I am opposed to college ath- 
leticb, for I believe them a mighty fea- 
ture in the development of the well 
trained college man," he said. "There 
is no more pleasant recreation for me 
than to go on the athletic field and see 
the scores of young men training for 
their contests. It is only when I see 
the objectionable features creeping in 
that my voice is laised against any 
form of the recognized college athletic 
sports. 


"It may be that football is not like 


prizefighting. I did not say that it is. 
My remark was that I did not wonder 
that some people classified it with 
prizefighting, for in some of its fea- 
tures it is fast approaching the brutal- 
ity of prizefighting in Its mass plays. 


"President Wilson says that football 


differs from prizefighting because the 
former is an effort to get a ball outside 
a goal and its injuries and fatalities 
are accidental, while the latter is an 
effort to knock out an antagonist. But 
the effort to put the ball over the goal 
line is often .iccoinplibhed by injuring 
ami maiming the opposing players—a 
direct and desperate effort is massed 
upon a star of the team defending the 
goal without regard to his life or limb. 


"It is quite tiue thut massed playing 


requires great intelligence, but it is re- 
quired upon the pait of the holding 
team to keep from getting their necks 
broken. 
Little intelligence is needed 


by the team which has the ball and 
rushes It with a tandem of weight 
against one man to break him down. 
We do not want a form of play that re- 
quires great intelligence and unusual 
skill upon tbe part of a team to guard 
a member to keep him from boing kill- 
ed. Massed play is the feature of the 
game that makes it unpopular with 
the public and dangerous to players. 
We should get rid of it. 


"President Wilson seems to think the 


danger of injury is confined to un- 
trained players. lie says that there 
has been no serious injuries in we!! 
trained, seasoned teams. That is not 
the report that came from the Prince- 
ton-Columbia same. They are (airly 
well trained teams. 
It has not been 


true of Syracuse and a score of other 
exceptionally well trained and sea- 
soned teams. At every game men are 
being laid out repeatedly- Spectators 
see three or four men lying on the 
ground, one man running this way for 
a pail of -water, another chafing a 
man's arms, others rubbing bruised 
muscles and still others pumping air 
into the lungs of an unconscious player. 


"President Wilson says: 'The students 


always have a doctor present' Is there 
any other college game where it is a 
necessity to have a doctor present? Ten 
men have been killed this year, not- 
withstanding the doctor. Ten times ten 
have been seriously injured, and Prince- 
ton has been represented in the list of 
injured. 


"I Relieve in football as an open 


game, with massed and tandem plays 
eliminated. The test we want for stu- 
dents is a test of their wits as well as 
of muscle and nerve. 
We can have 


this great game without its appalling 
fatalities and Injuries. The public de- 
mands it The obligation is directly up- 
on the colleges, for it is peculiarly a col- 
lege and school game. We ne\er have 
thought that college faculties should 
make athletes, but their mental influ- 
ence should be exerted not only for hon- 
est, but for safe, athletics."
